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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regard to Krause, Applicant argues that 
because images are taken before surgery the images cannot be taken "without removing the patient from the position for treatment." 
However, as mentioned in the previous Office Action, the patient is in a supine treatment position for surgery and in a supine imaging 
position for imaging. Thus, the treatment and imaging positions are the same and the patient is not removed from this position even though 
imaging occurs before treatment. The position would be different if, for example, imaging occurred in a supine position while treatment 
occurred in a prone position. 

In regard to Vilsmeier, Applicant argues that since the Examiner used the term "appears" when describing the teaching, that such cannot be 
relied upon for anticipation. However, the Examiner had used the term because, as it was stated in the response, the term "projecting" is 
not specifically used in the specification. Rather, it was meant to suggest that the reference discloses the steps of the claim even though a 
particular term was not used. For example, Applicant's specification describes projection of the model onto the detection data as manual or 
automatic shaping between the model and the detection data and corresponds to shifting, deforming, or rotating the model based on 
information of anatomical landmarks and structures [0032]. The specification descirbes automatic image fusion by identifying particular 
anatomical features and registering and/or fusing image data such as DRR images [0044]. Likewise, the reference describes manual 
shifting, rotating, stretching, or compressing the model based on natural or artificial landmarks from detection data (col 3, lines 28-46). It 
describes automatic image fusion methods based on identifying particular anatomical features (col 3, lines 47-49). It also describes 
registering and/or fusing image data such as DRR images (col 3, lines 50-53). Therefore, while the response used the term "appear," it is 
apparent that the reference sufficiently discloses the claimed steps. 
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
